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NOTE. 


The great research of the present age — 
after the early Copies of Bunyan’s Works 
has hitherto failed to discover an earlier 
copy of Bunyan’s “Christian Behaviour” 
than the copy without a date, which on the 
authority of Charles Doe, (the friend of 
Bunyan, ) is fixed at 1674. But by mere 
accident this vol., dated 1663, was found 
and appears to be entitled to the claim of 
being the only know copy in the World. 

This remarkable gem, written and pub- 
lished as early as 1663, by that Prince of 
English Divines, John Bunyan, was dis- 
covered in a very singular way by myself. 
I was engaged on the 26th of January, 
1864, examining the contents of an Old 
Chest of Books brought to my house from 
my Mother-in-law’s, at Staplehurst. This 
chest of books she had inherited as an 
eighth portion of her father’s library, who 
died about the year 1815. These books 
have lain obscurely in her house since that 
date and was only now removed to be dis- 
troyed, if on examination they were found 
to be valueless. These books once belonged 
to a well-to-do Farmer of Staplehurst, by 
the name of Humphrey, a Non-conformist, 
and the grandfather of my Mother-in-law. 
Several. things seem remarkable by this 

Very, 
First.—That Charles Doe the Personal 
friend of Bunyan and a man whose 
knowledge was generally very correct :” 


all matters connected with Daavenk 
Works, should not have known that this 
piece was published during the early 
days. of the Author’s Imprisonment, 
instead of in 1674, which was after his 
release from prison. The copies that | 
have hitherto been known have no date, 
neither have they the same title page, 
which proves this copy completely sepe- 
rate from all previously known. 
Secondly.—How high an elevation this 
discovery raises Bunyan as a Christian 
Hero, when we find that in those early 
days of Confinement in Prison, his mind 
should be less exercised about his tem- 
poral condition, and that of his poor 
Wife and Children, (though he felt very | 
keenly for them too,) than for the spirit- 
ual welfare of those that had gathered | 
around him, as a christian minister, lest | 
now that he was taken from them they | 
should not behave themselves as became 
their profession. How beautifully (from ! 
his ‘‘Den”) does he caution his little 
flocks against being ensnared with 
‘‘ painted fire wherein is no warmth” and 
of ‘‘painted flowers which retain no smell.” 
Thirdly.—The Martyr’s spirit in Bunyan | 
appears far more heroically now we know l 
that he wrote ‘‘ Christian Behaviour”? in 
1663, than is conveyed by the previous 
knowledge of 1674. And so also is every | 
other Christian Grace of that immortal |
